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NLY a fool or a villain would deny 

the truth of Earl Browder’s words 
now! 

Tuesday the General Secretary of the 
Communist Party declared that the De- 
partment of Justice proceedings against 
him were “not a passport case” but “an 
assault on free public expression of polit- 
ical opinions.” It will be “more disas- 
trous for liberalism than for the Commu- 
nists,” Browder declared. 

Now, less than 24 hours later, the 
country is presented with striking and 
sickening proof that Browder was right. 

Rep. Dies, who had been clamoring 
for the persecution of Browder, has now 
issued a black-list“ of hundreds of gov- 
ernment employees, liberals in high and 
low positions, charged with the “crime” 
of belonging to the American League for 
Peace and Democracy. 

This list of names was stolen illegally 
from the offices of the American League. 
In publishing it as a “black-list,” Rep. Dies 
is setting the bloodhounds of reaction 
upon liberalism and civil rights through- 
out the country. 

Even a member of the Dies Commit- 
tee itself, Rep. Dempsey, feels compelled 
to Brand Dies’ action as “most damnable” 
and “most un-American.” Damnable and 

n-American—that describes every word 
and every action of Rep. Dies! 

The reactionary press has been insist- 
ing that the persecution of Browder is not 
a civil rights case, but that “Communists, 
like everyone else, cannot violate the law.“ 

What hypocrisy! 

What “technical violation” has been 
committed by these hundreds of Wash- 
ington Hiberals who are now being per- 
secuted by the same man who launched 
the drive against Browder? Dies him- 
self admits that they are not Commu- 
nists. But he virtually blacklists them 
merely because their names have been 
found on lists associated with the Amer- 
ican League and which were illegally 
stolen by Dies. 

To be associated in any way with a 
progressive organization—there is no 
greater “crime” than this, according to 
Rep. Dies, who is judge, prosecutor, jury 
and executioner, all rolled into one.

B this is only the beginning unless 
the bloodhounds are stopped in time. 

President Coonley of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, echoing 
Rep. Dies, declared last week that it was 
time to “weed Red workers out of in- 
dustry.” 

Who are these “Red workers” in in- 
dustry who are slated to be “weeded out”? 
Are they only members of the Commu- 
nist Party? Every trade unionist who has 
had to battle with the open shop Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
knows what that organization means 
when it cries “Red.” It means every trade 
unionist, whether CIO or AFL, who fights 
to build his union, who stands up for 
higher wages, shorter hours and the right 
to live and work like a human being. 

These trade unionists know what a 
farce it is when the press claims that 
Browder is being persecuted “not for his 
views but for an infringement of the law.” 
For whenever workers go out on strike 


and the employers calls the police, the. 


workers are never charged with “seeking 
higher wages.” It is suddenly discovered 
that they have “violated” some ordinance. 

The prosecutor accuses them of “block- 


Tuesday afternoon. And at that very 
moment, J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the G- 
Men of the Justice Department, was whip- 
ping up a war hysteria in a speech at the 
Herald Tribune forum. 

Hoover slandered the foreign-born in 
fascist-like language when he talked of 
“alien-minded mongrels.” 

Hoover’s chief, Attorney General 
Frank Murphy, has “assured” the coun- 
try that civil liberties would be respected, 
that there would be no repetition of the 
witch-hunts of the Palmer days. But 
Hoover, in his speech, called on every fam- 
ily to spy on its neighbors.

HE “reassurances” of Attorney Gen- 

eral Murphy and United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Cahill that “civil rights will 
be protected” fall to pieces in view of the 
treatment accorded Browder. Not only 
was he indicted on a flimsy charge and ex- 
cessive bail demanded, but the person who 
came to offer this bail was herself hailed 
before the grand jury! What is this but 
a shameless attempt to terrorize everyone 
who wishes to stand up against persecu- 
tion and in defense of the Bill of Rights?

Mrs. Roosevelt, speaking on the same 
program with J. Edgar Hoover, warned 
that if Communists are deprived of their 
rights, the rights of everyone are endan- 
gered. Mrs. Roosevelt’s words were well- 
spoken. But in these days when an arm 
of the Federal government, and a Con- 
gressional committee are deliberately at 
work suppressing civil liberties, mere 
words of warning are not enough. 

Not since the first imperialist war has 
the United States been threatened with 
such a “blackout” of civil liberties as to- 
day. 

Trade unionists, progressives, liberals 
everywhere must act now before it is too 
late. 

Civil rights meetings should be organ- 


ized in every city. The formation of bail 


bond committees should receive full sup- 
port in view of the arrests with which 
the progressive movement is threatened. 

Members of the House of Congress 
should be called upon to halt the inqui- 
sitorial activities of the Dies Committee. 
Attorney General Frank Murphy should 
be called upon to cease the persecution of 
Communist leaders which can only lead to 
the persecution of civil liberties in gen- 
eral. 

The goal of the present red-baiting 
drive is to give a free hand to those who 
would plunge this country into the im- 
perialist war, wipe out all the hard-won 
gains that labor has scored during 
recent years, and relegate the Bill of 
Rights to the scrap-heap. . 

The Liberty Bell must not be silenced. 
Those who cherish their civil liberties can 
not be unconcerned or faint-hearted now. 
They must rise to the defense of Amer-

Britain Acts

Hold Off Raid 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (UP).—Alliea 
observers, noting a sudden increase 
in U-boat activities, believed tonight 
that the Germans had sent to sea 
a fresh wave of submarines to relief 
the undersea fleet which has been 
on duty since the war began. 

There was particular activity off 
the Spanish coast, where three Brit- 
ish ships were sunk yesterday. The 
sinking of the steamship Tafna, 
4.413 tons, 80 miles west of Gibral- 
tar, was reported today. 

The Clan Chisholm, 7,256 tons, 
also was sunk in that vicinity and 
its owners announced tonight that 
approximately 20 seamen, all East 
Indians, were missing. All 18 Fu- 
ropean officers dnd 60 East Indians 
were saved. 

Owners of the British merchant- 
man Ledbury, 3,528 tons, said their 
vessel was sunk in almost the same 
spot as the Tafna as it was bring- 
ing a mineral cargo to Britain. Its 
crew of 31 was rescued. 


FRENCH CLAIM 
RAID REPULSED 


PARIS, Oct. 25 (UP) —French to- 
day drove back a German attempt 
to capture one of their villages 
northwest of Forbach. 

It was the fourth such attempt 
in two days on border villages in 
the Warndt forest sector, where the 
French still claim a few strategic 
positions within Germany. 

French war communique No. 104 
tonight reported “our reconnaissance 
patrols as well as the enemy's 
showed continuous activity all day.” 

“We threw back a German de- 
tachment in the Moselle region,” 
the communique added. 


BRITISH PLANES FLY 
OVER BERLIN 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (UP).—British 
Royal Air Force planes fiew within 
bombing distance of the Krupp 
armament works at Magdeburg, 
Germany, last night in their deep- 
est penetration of that country since 
the war began, the air ministry an- 
nounced today. 

According to reports in high 
quarters the R.A-F. flight drove Ger- 
mans to air raid shelters. 

The flights were merely for recon- 
naissance and all ships returned 
safely, it was announced.

Philadelphia 
Insurance Men 
Vote to Strike 


Action Taken After Com- 
pany Breaks off Parley; 
CIO Agents Fired 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. Oct. 3.— 
Thirty-five agents employed by the 
Pennsylvania Mutua! Life Insurance 
Company, faced with the possibility 
of being weeded out of their jobs 
voted to strike here. This action was 
taken because the management 
broke off negotiations with the In- 
surance Guild, Local 22 of the 
United Office and Professional 
Workers of America. 

The agents are determined not to 
go back to work until the manage- 
ment has recognized their union as 
their sole collective bargaining agent 
and reinstated agents Johnson and 
Clemmer. 

On October 13, a vote was taken 
and a strike committee elected with 
authorization to declare the strike in 
force after efforts to obtain the de- 
mands failed. 

The company had agreed to meet 
with representatives of the union 
but balked on signing of a contract 
after agreement on most points had 
been reached. An election held Au- 
gust 29, 1939 conducted by the Penn- 
sylvania Labor Relations Board re- 
sulted in a unanimous vote for the 
union as the sole collective bargain- 
ing agent. 

Irving Malerman, organizer for 
the Insurance Guild, said “the 
company is stalling further nego- 
tiations and must accept full respon- 
sibility. Management shows a fla- 
grant disregard for the rights of its 
employees by refusing the just de- 
mands of the men. Policyholders’ 
support is assured because of the 
close identity of interests with the 
agents. The strike will end when 
the company agrees to treat with 
the demands of the agents through 
collective bargaining.” 


CIO-AFL Unity 
Wins Strike for 
Wise.

SUPERIOR, Wis., Oct. 25 (FP).— 
CIO-AFL cooperation forced the 
Western Fuel & Dock Co. to sign 
a contract with the International 
Brotherhood of Firemen and Oilers 
(AFL) three days after the AFL 
workers walked out.

DETROIT, Oct. 25.—Wage increases for 11,900 M 
gan workers go into effect this week and an estir 
130,800 workers in the state will have their hours red 
from 44 to 42 or will receive time and a half for overtin 
hours worked in excess of that number, it was annour 


by the Wage and Hour Division of 
the Department of Labor. 

The minimum wage under the 
Federal Fair Labor Standards Act 
gives the increases from 25 cents 
an hour to 30 cents under the new 


provisions of the act. 

Revised estimates of all workers 
thruout the country covered by the 
act reach a total of 12,600,000 who 
are entitled to the increases, of 
these 729.700 are in Michigan. 
Under the provisions of the Act 
a worker now employed at the min- 
imum rate for a 40 hour week will | 
receive $2 a week more pay begin- 
ning Tuesday of this week. | 
Employees earning the minimum | 
rate and working the maximum | 
work-week who are now receiving | 
$11 for 44 hours work will after | 
Tuesday receive $12.60 for 42 hours 
work and overtime at the rate of 
time and one half. 

This establishes for the first time 
in Michigan a minimum wage of 25 
cents an hour and a maximum work 
week of 44 hours, for the second 
year it fixed 30 cents an hour and 
a maximum of 42 hours. 
Injunctions have been issued to 
prevent employers from violating 
the law, in addition hundreds of

WMCA Warned on

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UP) — 
Radio station WMCA, New York 
City, operated by the Knicker- 
bocker Broadcasting Co., was re- 
primanded by the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission today for al- 
legedly intercepting and re-broad- 
casting secret British and German 
radio messages. 

The purported infraction of FCC 
rules occurred shortly after out- 
break of the European war.

Sir: 

As a warning to eastern youths 
we take this opportunity to warn 
them again false advertisements 
and tales of work in California. 

The only work they will find 
is in a concentration camp, or the 
dangerous work of a Strke 
breaker at low wages. 


The tourist may brag of Call- 
fornia’s wonderful scenery, the 
wonderful products of California's 
great ranches, but what the tour- 
ist rarely ever sees is the poverty, 
misery, starvation and terrorism, 
the agricultural workers have to 
put up with in their struggle to 
exist. 

The Land Barons rule with a 
iron hand, all attempts of the 
exploited agricultural workers to 
organize for their mutual protec- 
tion is met with violence, kidnap- 
ing, frameups and in many cases 
muder of militant workers. 

The Associated Farmers, and 
other banker-dominated groups, 
under the cloak of patriotism and 
Americanism conduct a feign of 
terror whenever the poorly-paid 
workers protest by striking for 
higher wages and better condi- 
tions.

Complaint charges Lines 
Sought to Restrain 
Bus, Truck Trade 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (UP). — 
The Justice Department today filed 
a complaint in District of Colum- 
bia Federal Court charging the As- 
sociation of American Railroads, its 
Officers and directors, and 236 
member railroads with violation of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

The complaint charged that the 
member roads sought to restrain 
trade by refusing to cooperate with 
motor carriers in the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers. 

The department charged the rail- 
roads, including all the important 
lines in the United States, tried to 
eliminate motor carrier competi- 
tion by “refusing to establish rates 
on loaded trucks, trailers, and truck 
bodies.” 

NOT “CRIMINAL” 


The complaint charged that roads 
also refused to establish “through 
rates, joint rates and fares, and 
joint billing arrangements with 
motor carriers.” 

The defendants in the case, ac- 
cording to the department, cooper- 
ated in the investigation by fur- 
nishing complete information as to 
the conditions surrounding the 
agreements, and thus made a crim- 
inal action “inappropriate.”

The New York Times is tearful because 
the movement for old age pensions “seems 
proof against logic or statistics.” 


The well-fed gentlemen of the Times for- 
get that there is no more powerful logic than 
the logic of hunger and insecurity. 


There are some simple questions which 
the enemies of the pension movements cannot 
answer. Why must millions of Americans, 
men and women over 60, be doomed to star- 
vation after they have served honorably in 
the army of labor for forty years or more?

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The Inside Story of a Nightmare, 
Or How Chamberlain Was Tracked Down

An English aviator dropping leaflets 
down upon the German people forgot to con- 
sider the velocity of the winds. The leaflets 
were caught in a sudden stormy gust and 
carried swirling away to the east. They 
landed in India. 

Peasants in the Indian fields and textile 
workers began to read with delight. 


“Your government is untrustworthy,” 
the leaflets said. “You should take measures 
to insure your national independence and 
achieve freedom, honor and liberty.” 

The author of the seditious leaflets was 
a man called Chamberlain. British police got 
busy. Here was a dangerous character 
preaching the Communist doctrine that the 
people have the revolutionary right to de- 
termine the character of their government. 
The far-famed British espionage was imme 
diately put on the job. They rapidly picked 
up the scent. 

From all the evidence it looked like a 
“boring from within” case. The leaders of 
the British Labor Party were called in as ex- 
perts in tracing down “Communist influ- 
ence.” One of the Labor Party leaders was 
given the honor of tracking the criminal 
down single-handed. This man fully de- 
served the trust placed in him. It was said 
that he could sniff “Communist influence” 
in a room even to one part in a hundred 


thousand cubic centimeters of air volume. 
In a crowded meeting of 10,000, he had once 
detected a woman who, under the inciting in- 
fluence of a Communist leaflet, insisted on 
thinking that her children be fed by the 
British Crown. And she had not even mut- 
tered her thoughts; she had only thought 
them. But this man ferreted her out. 

He soon got on the trail of the subver- 
sive leaflets. He was tipped off that they 
were printed by Communists at one of their 
special hiding places, 10 Downing St. With- 
out much fuss, the whole plot was nipped 
in the bud, and England was saved from 
such doctrines.

Incitement of anti-Soviet sentiments in this coun- 
try, we should keep prominently in mind, comes after 
Moscow revelations about Wall Street’s maneuverings 
with the Nipponese fascist samuarais against the

No doubt, the American war-mongers on their own 
initiative have been on their toes to seize every oppor- 
tunity like Soviet-Finnish discussions and the City of 
Flint incident to beat the war drums. 

But one must look to London for a large part of 
the instigation. The prayer incident when a victory 
sermon for the King of the British Empire was read to 
the President last Sunday had its origin as much in 
London as it did in Washington. The preacher's excuse 
that the prayer was one used here before the American 
revolution of 1776 only adds to its un-American,’ coun- 
ter-revolutionary and imperialistic nature. 

The Finnish intercession was completely tied up :

Some of our American rulers still regret that little 


In their secret reveries they like 
to think we are still a British crown colony, and like all such loyalist 
Tories, stranded among the democratic heathen, they are always more 


royalist than the King. 


Anyway, the agitation in England has borne some fruits. Though 
Chamberlain still] maintains his magnificent ambiguity, and goes on 
saying nothing in thousands of beautiful, well-chosen words, his propa- 
gandists have leaped into the breach and met the popular demand for 


a statement of the war aims. 


Lord Duff Cooper, stepping off the boat with a load of authentic 
jootlegged war-spirit for the American consumer, told our reporters 


what his England was fighting for. 


After Hitler and Hitlerism are overthrown, he bluntly announced, 
a monarchy will be restored to rule over the German people. 

Just that. Our own Dorothy Thompson, a loyal subject of all the 
King Georges, is also rooting for the restoration of the Hapsburgs in 
Austria. We are going to hear more and more of this from all our 
Lippmanns and Thompsons, I imagine; it is the new British line. 

Ten million boys were slaughtered, and thirty million were maimed 
for life, in the war that began in 1914. Its ostensible object was to 
overthrow the Hohengzollerns and the Hapsburgs and to make the 


world safe for democracy. 


Now we are being plunged into a war that may prove more fright- 
ful than the last, for the avowed purpose of restoring those same Haps- 


burgs and Hohenzollerns. 


It doesn't make sense to me. Or if it makes any sense at all, it is 
the weird and insane logic of a nightmare. 

Yet it gives one a real clue to what the war is about, even if not 
in the fashion intended by the Duff Coopers and Dorothy Thompsons. 

It certainly doesn’t look like an anti-fascist war, or even a war for 
democracy. It appears to be a war to guarantee the British Empire 
against any future trade rivalry by Germany, a continuation of the 


war of 1914. 


It is also another episode in the long history of England's im- 
perial wars. They knocked off the Spanish empire during the brave 
days of Elizabeth the Queen. They licked the rival Dutch imperialists. 
Then they finished off their French competitors, taking Canada and 
India from the inefficient Sun-Kings. 

But Germany, since 1870, has been the newest threat to the his- 


toric British Empire. 


The Chamberlain crowd believed, however, that they had suffici- 
ently bribed Hitler to play their game against the Soviet Union. They 
uttered no word of protest when the Nazis murdered Jews, Communists, 
liberals, and invaded small nations like Czechoslovakia and Spain. 

When he no longer serves their purpose, however, they are going 
to get rid of him, and replace him by a subservient, tame King. 

But what if the German people, after overthrowing the Hitler 
tyranny, do not want a King, and the same old caste of arrogant Junker 
militarists and industrial barons to rule over them? 

Supposing they choose an independent republic along the lines 
of the United States? Supposing they even want Socialism? 

Then England will crush them. That is the pleasant little threat 
concealed behind the velvety royalism of Duff Cooper and Dorothy 


Thompson. 


But I doubt that many Americans are willing to go to Europe 
and die in bloody droves for the high purpose of putting the Hohen- 
zollerns and Hapsburgs back in the old saddle of power. 

Maybe Duff Cooper is not going to be such an effective propa- 
gandist after all, if this is the sort of thing he thinks will stir the. 
imagination of the people of the U. 8. A.

Paul Robeson, internationally famous Negro actor and 
singer, expressed the view yesterday that the European 
conflict is an “imperialist war in which the Negro people 
have nothing to gain no matter which side wins.” 

The noted artist has just returned to America and will 


do a series of plays on Negro® 


life and American folk 
themes. 

I believe that the cause of the 
Negfo colonials as well as the in- 
terests of the Negro people in Amer- 
ica lies with those who are fighting 
for peace. If peace is brought about 
it will mean that the whole strug- 
gle for Negro freedom can be 
strengthened, without so many of 
the best sons of the Negro people 
and the working class losing their 
lives in this useless slaughter,” 
Robeson said. 


Praises March of 
Soviet Red Army 


He praised the Soviet Union, as- 
serting that the march of the Red 
Army into Western Ukraine and 
Western Byelo-Russia “gave these 
oppressed pepoles the advantages 
of equality and opportunity which 
have already been achieved in the 
Soviet Union.” 

“While Chamberlain and Dalad- 
jer are merely ‘talking’ about it, 
the Soviet Union showed the world 
how to stop fascism by halting 
Hitler’s eastward march and by its 
mutual assistance pacts with the 
Baltic states,” he continued. 


Robeson expressed his views in 
an interview yesterday at the home 
of a friend, where he was rehears- 
ing with his accompanist, the Ne- 
gro pianist, Lawrence Brown. 

He and his wife, Mrs. Eslanda 
Goode, a talented chemist, and his 
12-year-old son, Paul, Jr., returned 
to America last week to remain 
permanently.

Plans Theatre, Concert 
And Radio Activities 


Primarily the Negro baritone will 
devote most of his energies to the 
theatre, but he will also do concert 
and radio work. He is now rehears- 
ing on the folk play “John Henry,” 
based on the half-legendary figure 
“John Henry.“ a powerfully built 
Negro railroad worker. 

“I chose this play because I want 
to get back to American folk life.

“Not only numerous intellectuals 
but large sections of labor and the 
people generally profoundly distrust

The Negro people will not forget 
Spain, Czechoslovakia, Austria—and 
certainly not Ethiopia. 

“The terrible irony of it all is 
that there are about one million 
black Senegalese troops being used 
by Daladier now to help make 
French imperialism richer and more 
ruthless against the colonies,” Robe- 
son said. 


Illustrating how the war is being 
used to crush the struggles of the 
Negro people, Robeson referred to 
the recent movement for progress 
in British-owned . Jamaica. 


“I was working with a number of 
labor and progressive forces in 
England to aid the struggle for de- 
mocracy in Jamaica. But using the 
excuse of the war, the British gov- 
ernment has disrupted this work. 
A series of meetings which were 
arranged have been cancelled. This 
is proof enough that the Negro col- 
onials should support neither Brit- 
ish nor French imperialism in the 
war. The colonials stand to gain 
if people can succeed in checking 
the imperialist plans of both Hit- 
ler and Chamberlain,” he explained. 
“Regardless of which side wins, the 
serfdom of the Negro people con- 
tinues.” 

“Certainly, the Negro people in 
America have every stake in keep- 
ing America out of this conflict, 
and in battling against the war 
hysteria which now seriously threat- 


ens civil rights. As an American

Yanks Too Good—No 
Intra-League Compari- 
son Says B’klyn Prexy 


Larry MacPhail, president of the 
Brooklyn Baseball Club, will suggest 
at thie December baseball meetings 
that the annual inter-league serics 
be enlarged to include games de- 
tween the eight clubs in each 
league. 

In commenting upon the plan 
MarpPhail said: 

“There has been a lot of dis- 
cussion about the comparative 
strength of the two, leagues. No 


fair-minded person questions the 


World Series accomplishments of 
the Yankees, one of the greatest 
clubs in history. But the Yankees 
have also overwhelmed the Amer- 
ican League. The unbroken string 
of Yankee successes has created 
an impression in some quarters 
that the American is the strong- 
er league. This does not neces- 
sarily follow. Many people are 
convinced the National is the 
better balanced league. 

“Inter-league competition 
should not be confined to two 
clubs. A series of inter-league 
games in which all clubs parti- 
cipate would fairly determine the 
question of supremacy each sea- 
son. 

“Of course objections will be 
raised. They will say this plan 
would lessen interest in the World 
Series; and that games between 
second division clubs will not 
draw. Others won't like the idea 
simply because we haven't been 
doing it that way since 1903. 

“Why would inter-league com- 
petition with all clubs playing les- 
sen interest in the World's Cham- 
pionship? The series between the 
pennant winners can only de 
played in two cities and only a 
comparatively small number of 
fans can attend. An inter-league 
series involving all clubs would 
give the fans in every city a 
chance to compare the teams and 
the leagues. 

“There isn’t any logical reason 
why each season should not pro- 
vide an answer to the questoivn 
of which league is stronger. I 
hope the National League will 
challenge the American League 
to such a series, the games to be 
played under the jurisdiction of 
the Commissioner of Baseball, 
with players participating in the 
net receipts.”
